JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are to the 13th April. The London mail of the’ 10th 
February arrived out on the 6th April, but telegrams had been 
received bearing so late a date as March 4, ee 

The Japanese Ministers for Foreign Affairs'have addreased 
8 protest to the representatives of the Treaty Powers, against 
allowing “subjects of non-Treaty, Powers, suchas Danes 








Chinese, Germans, Italians, and othera,”. to reside on. their 
property at the open ports: ‘Itt would-be! the -wish ‘of: the 
Japanese, they said, to send away’ individuals so established, if 
Such @ step would cause no difficulty in their relation with the 
Treaty representatives ; but it was hoped that the latter would 
deliberate on the best mothod of solving the difficulty, The 
British Charg6 d’Affaires, in reply, disclaimed’ power to deal 
with’ such a question, which he considered could only be de: 
cided by reference to the respective Governments ;' but“he sug? 
gested that, in the meantime, foreigners so circumstanced who. 
might be guilty of any offence, should be amenable to a Japanese 
tribunal, at which one or more Consuls should sit as assessors, 
Semi-official information had been received from the Japanese 
authorities of the arrest of a samurai, believed té bé the second 
assassin of Major Baldwin arid ‘Lieut. Bird, of the 20th Regt., 
in November last. This person was captured along with others 
of a'gang inimical ‘to ‘foreigners, who were undergoing exami- 
nation, before the Governor of Yedo. 

The battery of the ‘Royal Artillery which has been posted at 
Yokohama since August last, left on the 30th March in Her 
Majesty's steamer Leopard, carrying with them the good wishes 
of the community, which has had every reason to appreciate 
the excellent conduct of the men duribg their short sojourn, 
and with whom Lieut. Wood was a universal favourite, A 
half battery of artillery has been manned by a selection of the’ 
men of the 20th Regt., who have been for some time in train- 
ing. They are under the command of Lieut. Barlow, and are 
esteemed to be well up to their new duty, £ ‘ 

A considerable amount of excitement has been’ caused by 
re-publication here of a very extraordinary letter written by 
the Hon, R. H. Pruyn, United States Minister Resident, aud 
first published in the (New York) Missionary Record, which 
has come out mainly in ‘consequence of the acquisition by that 








°F] official of a most valuable piece of land in the settlement for 


“an American church.” (whatever that may be), or for the Re- 
formed Protestant Dutch Church, professed only by a very 
small portion of even American residents; and by further alle- 
gations of the “squeezing” by himself and the United States 
Consul of some enormous sums of extra exchanges as the ex- 
penses of their removal respectively from Yedo and Kanagawa, 
The Japan Herald stated that it was prepared with the proof 
of these allegations, and undertook to produce them if their 
truthfulness was challenged—but up to this time no attempt 
has been maile to call them in question,” We subjoin our con- 
temporary’s observations, which tell the whole story : 
The very extraordinary letter of the Hon. R. H. Pruyn, Minister of the 
United States of America, resident in this country, which we reproduced 
trom the (NewYork) Missionary Record in our issue of the 18th ultimo, 
will, we doubt not, ere long attain a world-wide notoriety. .We should 
feel fairly open toa charge of shirking a manifest duty were we to be our- 
selves entirely silent upon the subject, and shall therefore (acknowledging 
that we approach the task as a disagreeable one to be avéided as auch as © 
ible), touch lightly upon those heads of it which most prominently calt 
Forrematk, ‘We may first put ourselves right on one point. It has, we 
are aware, been asserted by the hon. gentleman that this letter was not 
written for publication. Finding that the New York Missionary Record 
has done him a disservice by the publication of it, he first gives that pious 
journal an unkind kick, saying he believes it is defunct; and then 
attributes any mischief which may be done, or any offence which , 
may be given to anyone, by its publicity to the fact that the Japan , 
Heralg has got hold oft and putit in print. This may be true enough, 
but there are two things herewith connected which are worthy of obser- 
vation before he should endeavour to accuse us of mischief ynaking.¢ The > 
Missionary Record is the avowed organ in New York of the Reformed , 
Protestant Dutch Church, the interest of which, and the honour of the « 
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members of which, are so much cared for by the proprietors of the paper, 
that it is removed from out of the danger of all influence from the predili- 
tion and bias of a poor erring editor, and, as it tells us in large letters 
under the title, it is * Published by the Board of Publication of the Re- 
formed Protestant Dutch Church.” Surely with such guarantee for cau- 
tion and wisdom, nothing should be said against the good faith with which 
it may propagate the intelligence or communications it receives, 
and no fault could fairly be laid to our charge for gathering a sip from 
auch a fountain after such filtration. Again, the hon. gentleman raust 
know that, whether erroneous or not, a general impression holds that, so 
attached are diplomatists to the Principle of non-committal, and so care- 
ful, therefore, never to put in black and white anything which may there- 
after be inconveniently quoted against them, that it is generally very diffi- 
cult to unravel the knots with which they will fasten the red tape around 
their most ordinary notes or correspondence ; and that, therefore, when 
one does find the name ofa Minister accredited to a foreign Court attached 
to a published document, that document is not only fair food for criticism, 
but its matter fitly accepted as statements or opinions, as the case may 
rown out for the purpose of discussion. However, further talk on 

is is of no avail; the letters are published and republished, and, as we 
have said above, are now fairly on the high road to celebrity—or 
notoriety. 

There is one remark made by the Hon, General Pruyn to 
which we must give our most unequivocal adherence :— 

“Dissenters, and American Dissenters, would probably at this early 
stage of the movement be regarded! as impertinent intruders on British 
ships of war, where the Church service is regularly read each Sabbath 
morning, and ample means of grace therefore duly provided by law." 

And long may it be so, say we, for it would be but a 
sorry day for England's honour, or the world’s peace, when any 
canting, hypocritical, superannuated field-preacher who could 
raise asuit of musty black, a white neck-tie, and a sanctimoni- 
ous countenance, on ascending the side of a British man-of-war 
to show the Jacks his notions of how they should be saved, 
should be received in any other character than that of an 
“impertinent intruder”—or receive any other hospitality 
than a seat in the slush bucket, or any further entertainment 
than a game of “ keel-hauling,” in which he should be 
the principal performer. The very mischievous statement in 
the latter part of the paragraph commencing “ Will not you 
and your peuple remember these seamen in your prayers” 
(which for motives of policy that’ will be understood we do 
not reprint conspicuously again here, should be now before 
the other Ministers Resident and Chargés d’Affaires in Japan ; 
if it does not engage their attention, it certainly will not 
escape that of the Ministers of the countries having, and deter- 
mined to maintain, amicable relations with Japan. 

We then come to a paragraph which we think contains 
about as shameful a piece of libellous back biting as it was 
ever ‘our ill-fortune to hear or read of. When we recol- 
lect that it comes from the pen of an Honourable Minister— 
acoredited to a foreign country diplomatically to represent one 
of the noblest nations of the world—that he is a man ‘of 
arms—high in rank—a General,—and that he levels his re- 
marks at a man of peace, a minister ordained to service in a 
Christian Church, our indignation is with difficulty kept within 
bounds. Here is the precious morsel, (The italics hero also 
are our own.) 

“ Mr, Richards had been here four months confined most of 
his time on shipboard, anda stranger. Though desirous of 
Christian intercourse and fellowship, he knew not where to go. 
He knew nothing of the presence of our Missionaries. Though 
there is an Episcopal Chapel here, there was no one there by whom 
he could be bengjited, or with whom he could associate.” 

Those who would stigmatise this further than we have done, 








and with another word still more unpleasant (which we have ; 


not added here, but yet is in our mind) will recollect that the 
ouly excuse which has been made for this effusion is, that it 
was never thought it would be published and reprinted here! 
We make it arule never to enter upoa any matters which 
may lead us into theolog’cal discussion; and are still 
more careful never to be drawn into any expressions 
as to the merits or demerits of those exercising ministerial 
functious in any section of the Church, and it is not for us to 
vindicate the British consular chaplain against the imputations 
conveyed in the above sentence. We presume, as he holds his 
office by appointment (and partly under pay) from the Foreign 
Office, it will be necessary for him, now that he is thus chal- 
lenged by the United States Minister Resident, to show that to 
write and publish a statement that there is no one here con- 
nected with the Episcopal Church by whom spiritual benefit 
could be rendered to, or association held with, by a gunner on 
board one of H.B.M.’s gunboats, is an unfounded libel. 

Throughout the former part of this letter there runs a tone 
of assumed humility and self-denial which strangely puzzles us 
when compared with the last paragraph, which scoms to bo— 
like the r.s, of a lady’s letter—the whole gist of it, 





“ We have been favoured also as to temporalities. I suc 
ceeded on Monday in procuring from the Japanese Government 
the best lot in the place, 184 x 115, adjoining the Government 
warehouse, and first from the Hatoba or wharf, instead of one 
on the hill long promised but persistently withheld.” The lot 
now granted is part of Commodore Perry's treaty ground and 
would sell to-day for $30,000. | Tho Central Bank of Western 
India wishes’ to lease ‘part of it. Should business continue as 
now, we can reserve enough for Church and parsonage, and 
support the entire Mission to Japan from tho rent received for 
the balance.” é 

Now, wo should like to have one or two doubts which arise 
to our mind on reading these paragraphs set at rest. Who 
are the “we” who have been thus favoured as to “tempora- 
lities”—as they have been in “ spiritualities?’? Is it “these 
men among whom God’s Spirit is now moving”—the Jacks of 
H.B.M’s. Navy, the “two warrant officers and three seamen of 
the fleet,” who have been connected in the chamber of the 
United States Minister, who have received this further mani- 
festation of grace in the shape of “ the best lot in the place, 
184 x 115,” which would sell for $30,000, and upon which 
the Central Bank has cast (as is said, but we doubt it) its 
avaricious eye? Fair play isa jewel all the world over, and if, 
as it turns out, and as we predicted when this land was first 
grasped, this is another application of the old Quaker’s theory 
of land-titles—‘ The earth is the Lord’s and the fulness there- 
of:— The Lord hath given his earth to his saints ;— 
Wo are his saints :—Ergo—Tho land is ours.” In ‘this caso, 
we say, tho now satisfied British gunner; ‘the two British 
warrant officers, and the three British seamen, upon the 
principle held up in the Parable of tho Labourers in the 
Vineyard, although they have come late in the day, have 
clearly as much right, title and interest in every inch of the 
184 x 115, as their fellow-saints who have borne tho heat 
and burthen of the day ;—and we only wish they may get it. 

But we said at the time the obtaining of this piece of ground 
seemed very like a job, and a gross one: the letters of General 
Pruyn and the Rev. Mr. Brown, now published, certainly do 
not convince us of error in that opinion, , But there are other 
views in which this should be regarded, besides the question 
of any jobbery, or even the interest of the American branch of 
the Reformed Protestant Dutch Church: How 'will the Japancse 
feel when they learn that they have been induced by a forcign 
Minister to give up, for the purpose of the erection of a build- 
ing for a small sectarian body, “the best lot in the place,” 
“ which would sell to-day for $30,000,” “a part only of which 
is required for a church and manse, the’remainder of which 
might be used for stores and godowns, and which will rent at 
very high rates, on account of the excellence of the locality ?” 
We hope they will accept the assurance of the American 
Minister and the Rev, Mr. Brown that they have (under error 
as they can show) granted, or agreed to grant, more land than 
required for the alleged purpose, and insist upon the recession 
of the balance, which they certainly nover intended to grant 
for the purpose of being let to support a sectarian foreign roli- 
gion in their own country. 

Before quite concluding on this subject of jobberies, follow- 
ing the example of the American Minister, wo will lift tho veil 
which hitherto covered an abuse scarcely less vicious than the 
sale of foreign liquors to British tars; and expose a dark 
corner which will be none the worse for ventilation. We have 
befure us as we write, a curious document which Iets us into a 
few secrets as to how these operations are worked, 

“EXcHANGES. 

“ For the year 1863, exchange of American Minister, $28 000—in 
this sum $18.00 for 6 months, from 7th month till 11th month, $3,000 
fora M.” 419,000 extra exchange on the Japanese month 8h, as the 
.¢ time when he removed from Yedo to this place,” 
eof American Consul.” “ £27,000, in above sum $12,000 
from ist Japanese month till 12th for 12 months (31,000 per month), 
and $3,000 exira exchange as expense on the month of 6th, when he re- 
moved from Kanagawa to this place, and $12,000 for the same as above 
on the Japanese 7ih month.” 

So it appears that the American Minister, residing privately, 
having vo Legation building to keep up, aud his whole staff 
consisting of a Secretary and Interpreter in one person, receives 
a monthly exchange of $3,000, at the rate of 300 itzibus for 
$100, which he can put in the market aud sell at an average 
rate of say,240 per $100, and thus clear the tidy monthly 
income of say $750. This seems pretty handsome, and we 
should have imagined would havo sufticed to have supported a 
Forcign Minister in Japan, who had no staff and no Legation 
to keep up, even supposing his own Goverament_made him no 
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allowance ; and that out of the accumulations of the profit of 
this he would be able to pay his ordinary personal expenses. 
But it appears Jact to be so in this case, for such was 
the condition of the American Minister in “Japanese month 
8th,” that he absolutely received from them the expenses 
of his removal from Yedo to this place, a boon which 
placed in his pocket another tidy sum of $2,500, more 
or less.; But not to be selfish, he secured a like advantage 
for his subordinate and friend, Colonel Geo. S. Fisher, the 
United States Consul, and besides the exchange of $1,000 per 
month (probably equivalent to a profit of $275 or $300), “on 
the month of the 6th,” he obtained for him an amount of ex- 
change which put, say, $750 moro—and in the Japancse month, 
7th, another exchange, which put another $3,000 in his pocket. 
And on what pretences were these grants obtained? As ex- 
penses for removal from Yedo and Kanagawa. We would 
undertake to find a man to remove the whole traps moved by 
the American Minister from Yedo to Kanagawa, for which he 
received from the Japanese Government an equivalent of 
$2,500, back to the spot from whence he transported them, 
for $50 ; and those of the United States Consul, from Kana- 
gawa to Yokohama, for which he received say $3,750, for a like 
sum of $50, and that he would pocket a handsome profit by 
the transaction. 

These statements will not be readily credited, but we hazard 
none such without proofs. Let those who dare, deny them, 
and challenge the proofs—they shall be produced. 

‘We say emphatically it is time that this system of squeezing 
money, land, and everything else out of the Japanese should 
be stopped, or they will look upon foreigners, from the highest 
official down to the lowest “ veudor of foreigu liquors of every 
colour and mixture of adulteration,” as a horde of insatiable 
interlopers. It is to men high in office—especially to those 
who profess to be “ unco guid,” that we should look for ex- 
ample against this rapacious thirst after the land and gold 
which is not ours, until wo have fairly earned and honourably 
acquired it. 





CHINA. 


‘TIEN-TSIN, 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

As the Imperial Edicts of importance are forwarded at the 
rate of 200 miles a-day to the great cities of Central and 
Southern China, and the steamers that ply between Tien-tsin 
and Shanghai do not leavo this port with the primary view of 
catching tho earliest mail for Europe, or conveying the latest 
intelligence hence, you will probably have already heard from 
southern sources of the coup d'etat at Peking, which resulted in 
the degradation of Prince Kung, and the appointment of a 
commission, with Wansiang at its head, to undertake the 
duties which had previously devolved upon his Inaperial High- 
ness. 

The charges brought against the Prince are detailed in an 
Edict of the 3rd April, and are of a very sweeping and general 
character. He is accused of “partiality, avarice, extortion, 
overbearing insolence, and ambitious usurpation in the dis- 
charge of his public duties, to such an extent as to be gene- 
rally talked about.” The Edict proceeds to say that though 
these grave charges cannot be proved satisfactorily, still, as 
they bad been so publicly discussed, there must have, been 
something in them ; and whilst avy deep scrutiny into the case 
is prohibited, the Prince is degraded from his position, and 
forbidden to take part in public affairs, with the intention of 
preventing his involving himself in greater trouble. 

The promulgation of this Edict took us all by surprise here, 
and the removal of Prince Kung was looked upon as a triumph 
of the reactionary and anti-foreign party, And such it pro- 
bably was, but the triumph has been shortlived, for news has 
reached us this evening of his reinstatement, and the excitement 
which has prevailed at Peking for the last fortnight has again 
subsided, 

The present season at Tien-tsin, judging at least from 
the number of steamers that have arrived since the river 
opened last month, promises to be a busy one, though the trade 
is passing very much from the hands of foreigners, great 
quantities of goods being sent up here to Chinese merchants 
direct from their constituents in the South, The steamers that 
have come up the river, and anchored off the Foreign Settle- 
‘ment, since the 11th of last month when the season opened, are 
the “ Puentzfet” (twice), Gerard, Sir Harry Parkes, Yeddo 
(twice), Pulean, Kinlin, Island Queen, Promise (three times), City 





of Nantes, Yesso, Narsing (twice), and Confuscius, This last- 
named steamer belongs to the Chinese Government, and came 
up with a portion of the tribute rice, the conveyance of which 
will bring a large number of junks to Tien-tsin this year. 

We have had a daring robbery perpetrated some days since, 
between this and Taku, by armed and mounted brigands, who 
looted a large pawnshop in one of the towns ; seventeen of the 
robbers have been captured, and are now in the district magis- 
trate’s hands, They are all, I believe, to be beheaded, and their 
heads exposed near the spot where the crime was committed. 
In the south of this province also, the Nien fei, or local ban- 
ditti, are again troublesome, and are in such strong force near 
the city of Taming-fu, that a largo body of European-drilled 
Chinese soldiers has been sent against them. The Mien fei 
are now an institution in the provinces of Shantung and Chili, 
and their annual re-appearance in armed hordes is only ono 
of the many symptons of the weakness and corruption of the 
Manchu Tartar Government. Many people think that if our 
troops are altogether withdrawn from Taku, as it is reported 
they will be this summer, we may have an opportunity of ob- 
serving the habits of the Nien fet at a nearer distance than at 
present, . 

The American Minister, Mr. Anson Burlinghame, has left 
for Shanghai, en roue, they say, for the States; and General 
Ward, about whose mode of travelling to Peking the British 
Parliament were so inquisitive some years ago, passed through 
Tien-tsin a few days since to visit the capital ; but I don’t think 
that he went this time in “ one of the carriages of the country.” 

Mr, Mongan resumed his duties here as Consul on the 1st 
inst.; and Mr. Lay, who has been appointed Vice-consul at 
Taku, has meanwhile gone to Chefoo to take temporary charge 
of that port. Mr. Meadows remains at New-chwang, and is not 
going home on leave as was reported. 


SHANGHAL 

The present mail brings dates to the morning of the 23rd 
April. Nothing of any note had transpired since the French 
mail left. 

The London and China Express of the 27th Feb., in the 
absence of other matter, had been specially attacked by the 
Friend of China, but we fear the reproofs administered will 
be entirely lost upon us. 

The following, on the affairs of the Municipal Council, is 
from the Vorth China Herald :— 

The large deficit shown by the statement of Municipal 
accounts for the past year, sufficiently indicates the necessity 
for the economy on which Mr, Hogg insisted at the last meeting 
of Land Renters, The falling off in anticipated revenue ac- 
counts to a certain extent for the disagreeable result. exhibited ; 
but still there bas been a large expenditure in excess of the 
outlay of Tls, 221,000 which was authorised at the mecting 
of Land Renters held on the 19th August last. Even 
had this limit been adhered to, the financial situation of 
the Council would have been sufficiently unpleasant, as a 
deficit of Tls. 3,000 would still have existed after the savi igs 
bank deposit fund and every other available dollar had been paid 
away in liquidation of claims, But, from sheer inability, we 
presume, toconfine the expenditure to this sum, additional 
liabilities were incurred, to mect which the Council had only a 
failing income to rely upon. Deprived of the ‘fictitious adjuncts 
so unmercifully exposed by Mr. Hanbury, the Municipal ac- 
counts show tacls 180,000 only tohave been received during 
the year ; while of the taels 236,000 which have been expended, 
some taels 20,000 will have to be refunded to the Agra Bank 
and the Savings Bank and ‘Lavern depositors, who unwittingly 
contributed towards the defrayal'of Municipal bills. For the 
unsatisfactory state of the accounts which they had to lay before 
the Land Renters the Council, as we have already pointed out, 
are to blame only to the extent of taels 15,000, 
by which sum they have exceeded tho outlay sanc- 
tioned, and the revenue which was accorded them when the 
budget for 1864-5 was finally decided on. Had that limit 
been adhered to, the loan from the Agra Bank would not have 
been required, and the savings of the police need only have been 
partially trenched on. For this excess of the power awarded 
them, they have been unsparingly censured. The epithets of 
wasteful extravagance and useless expenditure havo been freely 
applied to their proceedings. We sincerely hope that the in- 
coming Council may not find the demands on the Municipal 
purse so pressing that a contraction of the strings will prove 
impossible. Amidst much that is unsatisfactory in Municipal 
finance for the past year, there is at least one gratifying point, 
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namely, the firmness of the Chinese house-tax. This important 
source of revenue yielded 54 taels moro than was anticipated ; 
so we may fairly assume that the drain of Chinese 
frowa the settlement, which ensued after the capture of 
Soochow and Nanking, has at length ceased, and that 
the income during 1865-6 {will be rather in excess of than 
under the Tis. 50,000 estimated, Before finally turning from 
financial questions to the other equally interesting points raised 
by the Council’s report ‘and by speakers at the meeting, the 
statement of defaulters for the past year claims a moment's 
notice. Much discussion arose in reference to the amount of 
Tis. 3,662.60 which stood at the head of the list to the debit 
of the British Consulate; and it will, we think, be generally 
admitted that the claimants of this sum had the best of the argu- 
ment, The objection that the land had not, like that belonging to 
private individuals, a marketable value, was shattered to frag- 
ments by an apt quotation of Mr. Medhurst’s unfortunate sale of a 
large portion of it for 100,000 tls. ; and the subsequent remark 
that the community contributed nothing towards the support of 
an establishment from which it derived so much benefit, equally 
lacks point. In the first place, the principle has uot yet been 
laid down that British communities abroad shall support their 
consulates ; and in the second, the British Consulate at Shanghai 
does contribute very largely towards its own expenses out of 
the fees it receives, From a regard for the dignity of other 
Governments, therefore, as well as for the welfare of the Muni- 
cipal purse, we would gladly see the sum in question wiped 
from the prominent position it now occupies on the defaulters’ 
list. 

At Hanukow all is quict. Our advices from Kiukiang are to 
the 18th April, The braves were still passing through the 
place on their way to the North, but there had been no mur- 
ders of late. The annual races had just come off, and the 
prizes were divided with the Hankow community, An Alpine 
Club has been formed, and held its first meeting lately on the 
summit of the mountain behind the settlement, said to be 
5,000 feet high, and very difficult of ascent. Municipal matters 
are making satisfactory progress ; the hot weather has set in— 
thermometer at 80 degrees. 

On Easter Monday, says the Recorder, the Shanghai Volun- 
teers were entertained by W. Keswick, Esq. at his summer 
residence, Woosung, to a grand banquet. Among the guests 
present we noticed H.B.M.’s Consul, Sir Harry Parkes, Colonel 
Yonge, 67th Regt, and a number of the elite of Shanghai; the 
day was beautifully fine for the occasion, and one looked for- 
ward to, in England, as a day especially set apart for Voluntcer 
field exercise and review. Including a large number of ladies, 
about 200 guests sat down; and all wero delighted with 
the day’s entertainment and Mr. Keswick’s hospitality, A 
great cricket match came off at the Shanghai Club's ground 
on Tuesday, 12th inst., between the Scotch Eleven, and an 
Eleven chosen from the English members. Our Caledonian 
friends came off second best, leaving the Euglish eleven victors 
by 76 runs in one innings against the Scotch two. 

‘Lhe approaching race meeting is not looked forward to with 
the usual amount of interest the dulness of the times having 
apparently extended itself to sporting as well as to business 
matters. There has been little betting; and a feeling adverse 
to lotteries and sweepstakes has been manifested among many 
influential members of the community.

‘The minutes of the last meeting having been read, Mr. Hollingworth 
presented the committee's report, and all accounts for the past year. 


It was proposed by Mr. Styan, seconded by Mr, Ringer, and carried 
unanimously, . 


“ That the accounts be passed.” 
After some discussion upon the subject of the committee's report, Mr. 
Little proposed, 
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“That the report just read be adopted, but that the proposed taxation 
acheme, extension of the bund, and arrangement of station-house be re- 
served for discussion at a special meeting to be called for that purpose, 
and of which due notice be given.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. Hyde, and carried by a majority 
of 10 to 8. 

Mr. Sams proposed, and Mr Styan seconded, 

“ That Messrs. Hancock and Price be elected, and that Mr, Holling. 
worth be re-elected, members of the Municipal Council.” 

‘The resolution was carried. 

On the motion of Mr. Ringer, seconded by Mr. Rainbow, a vote of 
thanks was given to the retiring Council. 

‘A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

The report announced the completion of the repair of that 
portion of the bund line damaged by the gales last summer, 
and the payment of an instalment of the cost. A terrace had 
also beep constructed which, by encouraging deposit, would, it 
was hoped, strengthen the bund. The wooden jetties had stood 
well,and sustained no apparent damage from their long immer- 
sion, A stone jetty had, however, been destroyed by the gale. 
The two principal roads have been raised, macadamised and 
shingled, at a cost of some tls. 1,500. Eighteen lamp-posts 
have been erected, which light the settlement satisfactorily. 
Some burners were stolen, it was suspected,{by native gun- 
boat men, and pressure upon the authorities was successful in 
eliciting tls. 150 in compensation. Drainage is still in abey- 
ance, but is much required. Two tracks of land had been bought 
to enable the middle and cross roads to be continued to the 
native suburbs. Arrangements have been made for the exten- 
sion of the bund in front of Messrs. Augustine Heard and 
Co.’s property, An inspector of police has been engaged, and 
arrangements will be necessary fora new station-house. The 
Council consider that the time has arrived when some system 
of taxation should be settled. Hitherto expenses have been 
met by calls of such a plot, but now that expenses have became 
diverse, a more equitable arrangement should be decided on. 
It is suggested that a tax of 3 per cent. be ‘raised on rentals 
and 4 per cent. on land. Valuing the rentals at tls.33,000 and 
the land at tls. 210,000 8 revenue of tls.:2,040 would thus be 
raised. The amount realised last year amounted to a trifle 
less than tls. 7,000, the expenditure to tls. 7,164.09. 


HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings dates down to the 29th April, or 
three days later than the French mail. The items of news 
during these three days appear to be nil. ‘ 

The following on the rebellion is from the China Mail :— 
“The last news from’Amoy, if all rumours are correct, would 
seem to indicate the coming close of a civil war in China, 
which has lasted so long that few foreigners now resident in 
this part of the East saw its commencement. To trace the 
history of the Taiping rebellion would be a useless task, We 
said, ten years ago, that its success would neither benefit 
China nor Christendom, and we have had no reason to 
change our original views on the matter. The firet to espouse _ 
the rebel cause and the last to abjure it were the Protestant 
missionaries, a circumstance that has probably had the greatest 
possible influence in the destinies of the present Chinese 
dynasty.* There cannot be any doubt but that, had the rebels 
proclaimed themselves in favour of tho Roman Catholic reli- 
gion, the French Emperor would have declared a crusade in 
their favour, which would only have ended when China had 
become French territory. If the Taipings had raised the 
standard of the cross, and planted it in triumph upon 
every captured city, not France alone, but Catholic Europe 
would have answered the call of a second Peter the Hermit, 
as it sounded from the Tuilerics or the Vatican. The 
eldest son of the Church would have commanded the sword 
to be unsheathed in her favour, and Christianity would have 
been, in afew years, the national religion of China, ‘The 
Pope would have been called iu to biess every fresh expedition 
sent to free his oppressed children ; people’s heads would have 
been turned with religious enthusiasm ; English diplomatic 
action would have been brushed aside like a cobweb; a second 
India would have been laid open to the enterprise of a great 
military power, under the holiest of all sanctions; and that 
little clause in the Franco-Chinese treaty which places Roman 
Catholic Christians under a kind of French protection would 
have become a trump card, would have acquired the force of 
pawo transformed into a queen.

Harrison, ready for sea and bound to Rangoon, caught fire in 
the cabins on starboard-side aft.

The 
mizen mast, mizen boom, all the spare sails, the spanker (bent), 
the whole of the personal property of the captain, his officers, 
and the carpenter (including the latter's tool chest), cabin fur- 
niture and many planks in the quarter-deck will have to be 
replaced. Boats from H.M.S. Melville, Princess Charlotte, the 
dockyard, and Messrs. Boura and Co.’s water boat—fire engineer 
from the P. and O. S. N. Co.’s office, and their ships Ganges 
and Emeu were quickly on board with fire-engines, and the sur- 
rounding ships, &c., lent valuable aid in sending their boats full 
of men to assist in putting the fire out, which was accomplished 
after the magazine had blown up (luckily without hurting any 
one), though many men on board, fearing something worse 
after the first explosion, dropped overboard out of the way. 





NETHERLANDS INDIA. 
MACASSAR. 

The Netherlands India barque Susanna Elisabeth, Captain 
Van der Heide, reported here on the 24th March that there 
were pirates in the Straits of Macassar, close to Pulo South, on 
the south-east coast of Borneo. The report was found to be 
correct, for news was received from Takalar, the chief place of 
the southern district, that eight large and four small piratical 
boats had been off that place and bad captured one trading 
prow and two men. When H.M.’s steamer Sindore, Com- 
mandant K. F, R. Andrew, lieutenant in the navy, returned 
from Tomtoli on March 31, she was ordered to be in imme- 
diate readiness. Subsequently, the extra courier of Djeneponts 
brought news that the pirates had shown themselves in Macas- 
sarBay, Onthe 2nd April, early in the morning, the Sindore 
got up steam. and proceeded towards the place. Some firing 
was heard in the afternoon in that direction. The pirates had 
shown themselves also close to Bontheim, but it was believed 
that the Sindore had not fallen in with them. A boat belong- 
ing to a native had been captured, which, with its cargo, was 
valned at 10,000 florins, 





STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are tothe 6th May, only two days later than those 
brought by the French mail, 

Some idea may be formed of the business transacted at this 
port, remarks the Free Press, when we state that at this 
moment there are lying in the roads, besides native craft, 154 
square-rigged vessels, of which 3 are British men of war; 2 
Straits Government steamers ; 2 British merchant steamers ; 2 
Auerican ditto ; 2 Dutch mail steamers ; 78 British merchant- 
men; 19 Hamburg; 9 Bremen; 8 French; 5 Danish; 5 
Prussian ; 4 American; 4 Dutch ; 3 Oldenburgh ; 2 Hanoverian; 
2 Swedish ; 2Siamese; 1 Norwegian; 1 Belgian. Of themer- 
chant vessels those under German flags are in proportion as one 
to two to the British: and to two to one to vessels of all other 
nationalities. Eight years ago at the same season there were 
only sixty merchant vessels in the harbour, the proportion 
being as one German to eleven British, and one German to 
eight of other nations. So much for free trade and Tuetonic 
enterprise. Wo should not be at all surprised, in a fow years 
hence, to see the proportion still more in their favour. 

PENANG, 

Colonel Kitson will officiate as Resident Councillor during 
the absence of Colonel Man from Penang. This arrangement 
has taken place through the illness of Mr. Earl, the Assistant 
Resident Councillor, who has been confined to his house for 
the last fortnight, and has been obliged to appoint Mr. D. C. 
Presgrave as his substitute in the Police Court. It is reported 
that Mr. Earl will remove to Singapore on account of his health, 
and that his place will be filied by Mr. F. H. Gottlieb, one of 
the Singapore magistrates. 

The Hon. Colonel Man arrived from Singapore on the 6th 
May. 

Mr. D. Logan is appointed Crown Prosecutor for the station 
of Prince of Wales's Island. 

It is seldom that our harbour is so crowded with vessels as 

t present (states the Gazette of the 6th of May). Ships are 
ocking here from all quarters in search of freight ; rates, 
owever, being very low, several chips are laying up for more 
avourable times, Several ships have already been gold, and

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

‘Tea.—CantTon.—During the fortnight the remaining chop of country 
Congou has been taken, in conjunction with a Canton packed Congou, at 
the proportionate price of 17 taels, being about equivalent to former set- 
tlements. Country Greens have not been touched during the fortnight, 
bat several bids are reported outside. Canton-made Teas: A few old 
season's teas of low grade have been taken, but attention is now being 
directed to the new season’s teas, for which the teamen are at present 
asking about five taels above foreigners’ ideas for the Scented kinds. 
Gunpowders have hardly yet been looked at—the only settlements have 
been some 1,400 boxes Sychue Congou at from Tis. 33 to 36.5. 

Fooctow.—There have been no transactions during the fortnight, and 
arrivals, settlements and stccks need hardly be repeated until the season 
is closed. 

Suancuat.—Black Teas: There have been no settlements or ship- 
ments of Congou during the fortnight, and without any arrivals to report, 
the stock remains as last stated ;(3,500 chests). We quote Ningchow and 
Oopacks, medium to good, none. Oonams, medium to good, taels 21 to 
24, Fair Black Leaf, tls. 16 to 20 per picul. Total settlements and 
shipments : From Ast June to date, 381,600 chests, against 393,921 chests 
last year. Green Teas: The market has continued active, 22,000 
packages having found buyers chiefly for America, at a decline of one 
tael on common and medium grades; but good and fine Moyunes being 
scarce have realised previous rates.

Yoxotama,—During the past fortnight a good business has been done 
in vurtea market; purchases (with but a few exceptions) have been, as 
before, almost entirely for the American market; the bad news, re- 
peatedly received by every mail, of the home markets most effectually 
Geterring would be purchasers Irom shipping to that quarter to any but & 
very trifling extent. Prices remain much the same, with the exception of 
common kinds, for which higher rates are demanded. Settlemenis for 
the fortnight we estimate at 2,200 piculs. A 

Raw Sink.—StancHar—Early in the fortnight the dealers remained 
firm for previous quotations, but since the arrival of the English mail of 
27th February, conveying unsatisfactory advices of the home market, they 
have been more anxious to realise, and now appear willing sellers and 
ready to submit to a decline. The miterable selection of silk in stock, as 
well as the present high prices, have prevented operations, and the setile- 
ments since last mail have barely amounted to 100 bi ut There is 
nothing left unsold better than No, 4 Tsatlees and No, 3 Taysaam ; the 
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bulk is, however, chiefly composed of inferior silk. The stock re- 
mains unchanged, the receipts from the interior having been in 
the same proportion as the sales. The Yokohama mail steamer 
arrived on the uth instant with 392 bales of silk on board. 
Prices there had further advanced §30 to 50 per picul;—best 
hanks of Mybash costing $740 to 755, or 30s. 10d. to Sls. 5d. per 
Ib. Stock was estimated at 550 piculs, or 1,000 Japanese bales. 
Export to date 12,475 bales, against at same date last year 13,906 bales. 
The settlements of the fortnight are estimated at 100 bales, against 
582 bales corresponding fortnight last season, 871 bales, and 2.500 bales 
in the seasons previous respectively, The present stock is 100 to 200 
bales, against 3,000 in corresponding period last season, 1,000 and 2,000 
bales respectively the seasons previous. 

YoxoHama.—Business in silk has been quiet, the late extreme price 
here, as well as the rather unfavourable advices by the 10th of February 
mail, having had the effect of considerably checking the demand. The 
native dealers are, however, exhibiting much firmness, and our quotations 
below are nominally without alteration; but should the reserve of the 
buyers continue for some time longer, a greater or less reduction may be 
reasonably anticipated. The settlements of the fortnight are barely 400 
bales, making a total for the season of 12,950 bales against 14,150 bales 
the same time last year. The unsold stock on the market is about 800 
Japanese bales:—Ida, medium, 710 to 750; inferior, 676 to 690. 
Mybash and Sinchu—best parcels offering, 740 to 755; medium, 710 to 
730; inferior, 680 to 690.

Corton YaRn.—The sales of the fortnight consist of 112 bales, one 
half of which is composed of twist imported from Singapore.

7, being the quality of which stocks are now principally 
composed, are put about 10 cents per piece below the prices given under 
date of last circular.

Handkerchiefs There have not 
been any sales of these goods reported. 

Woottens.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths: Have been in hardly any request during the fortnight, and sales 
are limited to 300 pieces of Habit Cloths at $1.02 per yard. Long Ells: 
There have not been any sales of these goods reported, and in the absence 
of transactions quotations show a nominal decline of 10 to 15 cents per 
Piece upon the prices previously ruling, Camlets: Without any change 
Yo notice in value have found buyers in this market to the extent of 260 
pieces. Lastings: 100 pieces have found buyers. Blankets: Have met 
with a fair amount of inquiry, and the sales reported during the past fort- 
night amount to 468 pairs.

rated show but little change in value, and have met with a brisk demand 
during the fortnight.

Coats.—Hoxe Kono.—A new feature is observable in our market, 
iz., the absence of arrivals of any English or Welsh coals for sale for 
upwards of a month. This added ‘to the limited shipments of late from 
England and Wales will doubtless ere long bring about an improvement 
in prices, but the demand has not yet set in strongly enough to have any 
effect upon stocks or upon the price of coals from store, We still quote 
Welsh, $7} to $8, English, $7 to $7}, Australian, $44 to $44, at which 
prices the Devonshire’s and Eberdhard’s cargoes of Australian have 
changed hands from alongside.

The Russians in Central Asia, by Capt. Valikhanoff, M. 
Veninkoff, and other Russian Travellers ; translated from the 
Russian by Jony and Roperr Mice. Stanford, Charing- 
cross.—This volume supplics a want felt alike by the political 
and the reading world in a far more satisfactory fashion than 
could reasonably have been hoped for. The information 
desired could be furnished only by Russians or agents in 
Russian employ ; and yet, as emanating from such a fountain, 
it would always have been looked on with suspicion. With 
the exception, perhaps, of Chapter XII., “On the Commercial 
Prospects of Central Asia, viewed in Connection with Russia,” 
we cannot but feel, after an attentive perusal, that tbe trans- 
lators were justified in stating, as they do in the Preface, that, 
“as the work of geographers and men of science, these narra- 
tives and descriptions have been executed with impartiality and 
without any political object.” A complete idea of the gap 
filled up in the department of history, through the labours of 
the Messrs. Michell, can only be gathered by reference to the 
book itself, for the title-page is unjust to the novelty and in- 
terest of its contents. Even tho daily journals have begun to 
Jook on Central Asia as a doinain brought regularly witbin 
their circle; and we are getting accustomed to hear of “wars 
and rumours of wars” in countries and among tribes who really 
needed a geographical Master of the Ceremonies for their in- 
troduction before the mere newspaper reader could be expected 
to acknowledge avy curiosity in their doings, or even to 
recognise their existence. The collection of papers com- 
prised in the book before us gives all the story of the 
past that is necessary for the comprehension of what is 
now going forward in’ Kokan, in Dzungaria, and in that 
Chinese Turkestan where a Mahomctan rebellion, to which 
we now have constant references, has been chronic for 
the last half century. The general ignorance on such matters 
is, however, perfectly excusable, for we learn, on no less com- 
petent authority than that of the late Mr. Hume Greenfield, who 
but just prior to his decease wrote the valuable Introduction to 
this volurae, that “ the historic period ” of this vast arca “com- 
mences only within the last ten years.” Not but that much of 
this knowledge should have been at our command had what 
was fairly ours by right of purchase been properly cared for. 
The Russian Government have, it appears, a most magnificent, 
manuscript, in the German language, accompanied by forty 
sketches of the country traversed, of “Travels through Upper 
Asia, from Kashgar, Tashbalyk, Bolor, Badakshan, Vakhan, 
Kokan, Turkestan, to the Kirghis Steppe, and back to Cashmere, 
through Samarcand aud Yarkend.” ‘The author, it is inferred 
from the preface, and from certain observations in the narra- 
tive, was a German, an agent of the East India Company, 
despatched, at the beginning of this or the latter part of the 
last century, to purchase horses for the British army. The 
text, we learn further, has also been translated into French in 
a separate manuscript, and the maps worked into one itinerary 
in an admirable style. We may conclude, then, that the manu- 
script was offered to Napoleon I. before it was tendered to 
Russia. Pains have been taken to prevent the identificatidn of 
this agent, for though his christian name remains on the manu- 
script, the surname has been erased. This little anecdote of 
years long gone by should be a caution against the employment 
of foreign ageuts for missions of exploration that, to say the 
least, could be as well discharged by Englishmen—a caution 
that we fear has been much neglected of late year 
The advances of Russia towards a permancnt occupation of 
the Steppe that stretches eastwards to Kbiva and Kokan date 
so recently as 1833; but since then her progress has been 
rapid, though it was only in 1840 that reliable accounts were 
received respecting the Sea of Aral, where she now has a steam 
flotilla, The first official intercourse with Khiva is recorded 
as belonging to the year 1557, and political relations may be 
said to have subsisted since the Jatter part of the 17th cen- 
tury. The Moscow Journal of April, 1703, notified that the 
Khan of Khiva had sent to tender the allegiance of himsclf 
and his subjects to Peter the Great, and that “our Sovereign 
Lord graciously granted” his request. For all that, however, 
since Bekovich, an envoy from the Czar, was murdered with 
all his attendants in 1717, at Porsu, a town about seventy 
miles uorth-west of Khiva. When the time comes Khiva must 
and no doubt will be annexed, but at present the main object of 
Russia is the conquest of Kokan, She has been pushing her 





posts from the Sea of Aral along the Syr-Daria (the ancient’ 


Jaxartes) till, we are told 








Russia thus occupies an almost barren extent of country along the 
Syr-Daria;_ while between Djulek and Fort Vernoe extends the northern 
part of the Khanat of Kokan, celebrated for its beautiful climate, fertility 
of soil, and rich tracts of land. 

If we may believe accounts received during the present year, 
the greater part of this district has been already aunexed ; and 
a rumoured defeat of the Russians by the Kokanians, heard of 
this very week, is perhaps only to be credited to the extent of 
proving that, war is actively raging between the parties. To 
whom the final victory must fall it needs no prophet to fore- 
tell, whatever temporary checks may delay the triumph of 
European artillery and resources. There needs no theory of 
dreams of unlimited sway on the part of Russia to account for 
the extension of her dominion in Eastern Asia, The truth is 
that security for the lifo and property of her subjects in that 
quarter is to be found only in conquest. The whole of the 
population of Central Asia is coraposcd of hordes of plunderers, 
and Russia is restoring half a continent to the use of the 
human race by establishing thercin order and settled law. 
One very singular fact is to be suspected, rather than posi- 
tively asserted, from scattered passages in these papers, namely, 
that the Russians find Mahometanism more effective with the 
Tartar tribes as a religious agent of civilisation than Christianity. 
The fullest revelation in this regard is that made by Captain 
Valikhanoff, when speaking of the Kirghizes of Dzungaria :— 

_ RUSSIAN PROPAGATION OF MAHOMETANISM. 

The condition of the Russian Kirghizes, or those of the Middle Horde, 
was the same thirty years ago. The Russian Government, however, pro- 
ceeded to erect mosques, and appointed ‘Tartar Mullahs, under whose in- 
fluence the Middle Horde Kirghizes do not now yield in fanaticism to the 
most fanatical dervishes. ‘They regularly observe the period of prayer and 
thirty days’ fast, while some have even introduced the exclusive system of 
the harem. It would be difficult to decide which would be more beneficial 
to the Kirghiz Steppe, the former state of ignorance with periect religious 
toleration, or contemporary Tartar civilisation with its strong anti-pro- 
gressive tendencies, The Tartars in Russia constitute a totally separate 
Eastern world, having nothing in common with the interests of Russian 
nationality. ‘The great Kirghiz Horde is now in a transition state, and the 
Tartars who are scattered throughout it are making their influence felt 
more and more cach succeeding year. It must be observed that the farther 
we remove from the Tartars the less fanaticism do we find among the Kir- 
ghizes, notwithstanding that they live here under the influence of Central 
Asiatic rulers, and in a country usually regarded as the very focus of 
bigotry. The Bokhara Mullahs are, ia my opinion, much less to be 
dreaded than their Tartar brethren. 

The judgment passed by Mr, Hume Greenfield, in his able In- 
troduction before adverted to, on the position of both the 
Powers who are supposed to be the rivals of English influence 
in the East, is that which will be concurred in by every real 
friend of humanity os well as by every thinker on history and 
polities :— 

THE THRER RIVAL POWERS (N THE EAST. 

‘The exhaustive system of agriculture which travellers have described as 
characterising Persia, and which, with advantages hardly equalled, cer- 
tainly not surpassed, by any Oriental country, still keeps her impoverished, 
and consequently warlike, along her frontier line, will readily account for 
the attempts of that Power to subjugate the mountainous region interspersed 
with fertile valleys which forms her eastern boundary. Hence the perma- 
nent {eeling of irritation which prevails among the Hill tribesall along the 
north-west frontier of our Indian empire, and the constant re- 
currence every few ycars of some miserable squabble about Herat, which 
although distant 500 miles of the wildest mountain desert from 
Attock, till the fashion to call “the Key of India,” these days 
when Bombay is only twenty days distant from London, and when Bombay 
and Calcutta are themselves on the eve of being brought within three 
days of each other by the development of our Indian railways. A cursory 
glance at the map might at first sight seem to give some ground for alarm. 
wheu we find that Rusia has virtually pushed forward ker outposts to 
within 3U0 miles of the British frontier on the north. But the barrier 
here is even more impassable than to the westward, since there intervenes 
between the Muscovite and the supposed secret object of all his move~ 
ments and intrigues in those regions, the mighty barrier of the Hindoo 
Koosh and the Kuen Lun, which rise like a wail 17,000 tect high, with 
scarcely a crest or depression throughout their entire extent—none 
certainly practicable for an army with the matériel and appliances of war 
as waged by the nineteenth century civilisation. ‘The truth is, that in the 
interest of science and humanity Great Britain ought to rejoice that any 
form of European civilisation is penetrating the howling wilderness that 
lies to the north of the Himalaya. Secure behind that impassable bul- 
wark, still more secure in the gradual elevation in the scale of nations of 
the vast population which destiny has committed to her charge, she ought 
to view with feelings of sympathy and interest any policy that will replace 
the burbarities of such men as Hodja Khan and the other ruffians that 
infest the territory conterminous with our own to the N.N.W. 

We have said enough to excite the curiosity of every reader 
interested in the East, and may dismiss the book with cordial 
thanks to the translators for the valuable mass of novel and 
unhoped for information thus placed at our service. We must 
add, however, that an cxcellent map of Central Asia, the most 
correct, we apprehend, ever yet submitted to the English 
student, enables one to follow every statement with satisfaction 
and profit, . : 
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THE SILK TRADE IN FRANCE. * 

Tats subject hasassumed such a serious aspect that the Senate 
has taken it up in a very earnest manner. Two petitions, one 
signed by no less than 3,574 maires, municipal councillors and 
landed proprietors of the departments of the Gard, Hérault, 
Ardéche and Lozére, were sent into the Senate and were placed 
in the hands of M. Dumas, the Chemist and Senator, to examine 
and report upon. M. Domas brought up his report on Friday, 
the 9th instant, and the Senate took up the matter as one of 
great urgency. The representations of the petitioners, 
endorsed as they are by M. Dumas and other authorities, 
give the subject a more serious aspect than has ever 
heretofore been presented. M. Dumas said, in presenting 
the report, that whatever might be the opinion of the Senate 
respecting the kind of aid asked for of the Government by the 
petitioners, there could be no question as to the suffering com- 
plained of, which, from its gravity, duration, mysterious nature, 
and the importance of the mischief done, assumed the propor- 
tions of a public calamity. It appears that the breeders of the 
silk-worms are uot the proprietors of the mulberry trees on 
the leaves of which the insects feed, and there seems to be 
great reason to fear that unless some assistance is given to the 
latter they will be compelled to convert the land occupied by 
these trees to other uses, and thus the chance of resuscitating 
the industry would bo deferred for years. The trees average 
twenty years of age, aud this shows how great would be the 
loss by their destruction. 

M. Dumas says that the total amount of silk produced in 
the world is in value, about 1,100 millions of francs, or forty- 
four millions sterling per aunum, France used to produce at 
least a tenth of this whole, and in the year 1853 her produce 
was valued at 117 millions of francs. To produce this result 
no less than eighty-three tons of eggs and six huvdred thou- 
sand tons of mulberry leaves are required. In ordinary times the 
cost of the eggs or secd was between £120,000 and £160,000 
per annum ; but since the appearanco of tho discase amongst 
the worms this amount has been doubled, tripled, and at last 
reached six times the sum. Even in 1853, when the mischief 
was far less than it has since been, five millions of francs were 
expended in the importation of foreign seed. The ordinary 
expenditure for mulberry leaves is stated to have been between 
fifty-five and sixty millions of francs per annum ; and M. Dumas 
agrees withthe petitioners that for several years the growers 
have been losers to the extent of half that amount, or con- 
siderably more than a million sterling per annum. In 
good times the eggs or seed was worth only one 
or two francs per ounce and it was often given 
away amongst the breeders; now they have to pay 
twelvo, fifteen and even twenty francs per ounce. The amount 
paid for foreign seed amounted to more than thirtcen millions 
of francs in 1360, and to ten millions in 1863. One of the 
worst features of the disease is the fact that there is no ap- 
pearance of it until just when the worms are about to spin their 
cocoons, so that the unfortunate breeders have to support the 
whole cost of the rearing and feeding to see the result swept 
away, us it were, in a day. It appears to be the opinion of 
everyone who has examined tho question, that the disease 
attaches entirely to the worms, and not inany way to the mul- 














berry trees. A similar visitation occurred in France in 1688, 
and did not entirely cease till 1710, and during this period so 
many mulberry trees were destroyed in Lanquedoc that the 
authorities were compelled to interfere and levy a fine on any 
one who destroyed or injured them. At the present time the 
condition of the growers is most lamentable ; they cannot sell 
the leaves, and the Credit Foncier and other agricultural 
societies refuse to make advances on the security of mulberry 
plantations. 

When the disease first reappeared, between fifteen and twenty 
years since, it was very partial, but it has now extended not 
only all over France, but also {to Italy, Spain and the East, 
in fact to every silk-producing country except Japan. All 
agree that none but Japanese eggs are at present of any use ; 
only the other day the President of the Agricultural Committee 
of Alais wrote as follows :—‘ Generally, all the indigenous 
seed has failed. That imported direct from Japan is the only 
kind that can be depended on. But the supply of this good 
seed is infinitely below the demand, and the quantity of silk 
now produced is scarcely equal to one twentieth part of good 
average. The greater part of the mulberry plantations do uot 
yield sufficient to pay the taxes.” Tho petitioners ask the 
Government for relief in the matter of taxes ; for the means of 
transporting the eggs from abroad in good condition ; or for 
employment in public works for the suffering workpeople, aud 
to institute a searching inquiry into the causes and possible 
means of combating the disease, which is known in France as 
La Gatine. Ofall these means the only one which is calcu- 
lated to supply immediately the deficiency complained of, is the 
importation of Japanese eggs at a price lower than twenty 
francs an ounce, a rate which the poor breeder cannot pay. 
Two reasons are given for the conveyance of the seed in ships 
belonging to the Imperial marine ; in the first place, it is neces- 
sary that the eggs should not be carried in the same vessel 
with other commodities which might affect them injuriously, 
and that they should be disposed that the cases could be 
brought on deck, and their contents examined in fine weather ; 
and, secondly, that the French flag would be considered a 
guarantee that the seed really came from Japan. 

The Government expressed its strony desire to aid the un- 
fortunate silk growers as far as possible, and the petitions 
were referred tothe four Ministers of Finance, Agriculture, 
Colonies and Foreign Affairs. It is right to mention, in con- 
nection with this subject, a fact referred to by the only Minis- 
terial speaker on the occasion, namely, that the returns of the 
imports and exports of the French silk trade do not bear 
evidence of a state of things so gloomy as that represented by 
the petitioners and others with respect to the home production. 
The importation of foreign silks has fallen since 1855 from 
more than eleven to less than four millions of fraucs, while 
the exportation of French tiesues has risen from 340 to 368 
millions—an increase representing however in fact a small 
diminution, on account of the rise in prices; and as regards the 
raw twaterial, the imports have risen from 206 to 314 millions, 
and the exports from 30 to 97 millions, which, considering the 
increase in value, present no very remarkable result. The 
matter certainly requires explanation, and it is far from the only 
instance of official returns requiring elucidation. It appears by 
the official returns that while during the first quarter of 1864 
there were 5,066 kilogs., or rather more than five tons of silk- 
worms’ eggs {exported from France, the quantity of this 
precious seed sent away during the first three months of the 
present year was 11,225 kilogs, or more than double the 
former amount. Here is another riddle to be solved.

‘Tue falling off in the total amount of exports of French 
manufactured silk since 1859, not only to America but to all 
the other countries of the world, except our own, coupled with 
a growing increase of the quantity taken by the United King- 
dom, and the unsatisfactory condition of the supply of the 
home-produced raw materisl, in consequence of the discase 
amongst the silk worms, naturally gives rise in France 
to many speculations as to the causes and probable 
consequences of this state of things. A certain class 
of people in France, disregarding all facts and figures, 
seem firmly convinced that commercial reform has done 
it all, but this absurd notion is easily disposed of. The 
change in the tariff took place in 1860-1, and we find by the 
French official returns that, although the total exports from 
France was lessfin 1864 than in 1860, the whole fall occurred 
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in 1861, and the amount has been rising ever since. Here

Now, the increase since 1861 would have been turned into 
& decrease but for the arch free-trader, England, for while the 
total exports from France, as shown by the above table, 
were higher in 1864, a3 compared with 1861, by not quite 
fifty-two millions of francs, the 'increase in the amount sent to 
England ‘was sixty-seven millions, So much for that bugbear. 
Other people look at the matter ina calmer manner, and 
do not hesitate to tell their countrymen that the failure in 
the silk crop is not the sole cause of the falling off in the ex- 
ports;of the manufactured article, and attribute it to the 
want of daring, of over-cautiou, which generally characterises 
French commercial operations, coupled with the effects of the 
war in America, The influence of that terrible conflict must 
have been very great, for the direct exports from France to the 
United States have fallen in six years from 138 to 23 millions 
of francs per annum, without a single halt in the downward 
course till last year, when the exports were the same as in 
1863; but another fact cannot be overlooked, namely, that 
while the exports to all other countries, as well as America, were 
constantly falling until last year, those to England have been 
as constantly rising since 1861, and were still advancing at the 
end of 1864. Looking. at! these figures a French journalist 
says :—“ Seeing our hesitation about maintaining our rela- 
“tions with countries which give themselves up to tho 
“horrors of civil war, England adroitly substituted herself 
“for us and helped herself to the customers with whom 
“we dared no longer deal.” This may be true, and is 
stated fairly and without rancour; but when the same writer 
adds—“ She (England) comes to us for the arms with which 
to fight us”—he exhibits thet habitual want of acquaintance 
with the first principles of commerce which is too often 80 
evident in the French press. Did the merchants and manu- 
facturers of France sell their silk at a lower rate to us than 
they would have sold them tothe Americans, and was the 
credit longer and the money less secure in consequence of the 
shifting of the transaction from New York to London? We 
have heard a great deal of late about the enormous increase in 
exportation generally from France, and the immense progress 
which has been made in commercial matters in that country 
as compared with England ; now we have a complaint that the 
latter is beating France by buying too many of her silks! 
Where would the export silk trade of France have been had 
her dealings with England followed the course of the rest 
of the world? Just about eighty millions of francs 
worse off. in four years! Great complaints are made 
against the Americans for having tripled the import dutics 
on silks, and they are accused, and with perfect truth, 
of having borrowed from the Old World one of its greatest 
economical errors ; but the increase of the customs duty in 
America bears equally upon English and French silks, so that 
argument falls to the ground with respect to the shifting of 
the mercantile portion of the transaction from French to 
English shoulders, and could only account for a reduction on 
the total amount which should, but for some other circum- 
stances, have fallen oqually on the commerce of both countries. 
The returns quoted above show that since 1859 the proportion 
taken by England of all the silks exported from France has 
risen from one-third to one-half; but has not the general 
trade between France and England risen enormously, and 
is not this the grand result calculated upon by those who 
have worked towards the abolition of commercial restrictions ? 
When, however, a French writer declares that this increase 
in the exports of silks to England has been the cause of 
the great influence which she now exercises over the French 
merkets, and “of the additional suffering arising from tho 
“ sacrifice which the French manufacturer makes while awaiting 
“the return of regular communication between the French 
“centres of production and the countries of consumption,” 
he exhibits a lamentable want of commercial knowledge. It is not 
to such causes that we mus} look for the results referred to, but 
to those which prevent general increase in the carrying trade 
and other mercantile transactions of France, Whether 
enormous taxation, the increasing subdivision of property, and 
the withdrawal of too large a number of young men for the 
army, navy, aud public employment, are sufficient to account for 





the very slow growth, if any, of the French mercantile navy, 
and of bold undertakings of the purely commercial kind, is 
another and, for the French nation, a very serious question. 
But whatever be the cause, it is useless for French writers to 
fly in the face of economical science and to attempt to mislead 
the world with respect to such matters. When e general de- 
ficiency is felt, there is nothing like a special exception to aid 
in throwing a light upon the subject. Let those who complain 
of England absorbing too much of the foreign trade in French 
silks study the proceedings of the Messageries Imperiales, and 
see what capital and energy, properly applied, can do in such 
matters, and then we shall not have to discuss and expose such 
fallacies as those referred to. 

Through the gloom that hangs over the silk trade a little light 
is peeping out ; accounts from Lyonsstate that export business 
exhibits some symptoms of revival, and that a few important 
sales made at New York have caused fresh ventures to be under- 
taken. Moreover, as regards the raw material, science, aided by 
the State, has succeded in doing something towards remedying 
the failure of the silk crops; at the Imperial furm at Vincennes 
the many new species of silk-worm introduced of late are re- 
ceiving great attention, and young oaks, wild plum trees, the 
castor oil plant, and the ailante, or Vernis de Japon tree, are 
covered with insects of all colours and sizes. The worm which 
feeds on the last named tree is considered to be completely ac- 
climatised, and its eggs are now being distributed as fast as 
possible, but not fast enough for the demand. 








THE PHANTOM LIGHTHOUSE OF CEYLON. 

‘Tus almost boundless trust with which the Commons vote 
the various items of the annual estimates, fortunately obtains 
from jtime to time a wholesome and salutary monition. A 
plain, straight-forward inquiry{the other night has given mem- 
bers the opportunity of experiencing, in however weak a degree, 
the pang arising from misplaced confidence. It was only last 
year that £5,000 was noted for “the completion of the Ceylon 
Lighthouse,” ‘towards theJerection of which, on the Basses 
Rocks, successive sums of public money, amounting in the 
aggregate to upwards of £65,000, have been voted. We do 
not include the‘re-votes in this total. The undertaking was in 
accordance with the recommendation of the.Commons’ Com- 
mittee of 1854, which but affirmed the decision of a previous 
Committee in 1826 charged with investigating the matter— 
the structure being deemed essential to the safety of our 
vessels in the Indian trade, Parliament, after its long series 
of contributions, may be supposed to have felt all the pleasure 
arising from the complete discharge of an appointed task when 
called upon last year, in a monetary sense, to put on the top- 
stone, But what is its astonishment now to learn that its 
mouey is at “ the bottom of the sea?” that—needless infor- 
mation !—this money “cannot be got back ;” that “ the erce- 
tion” vouched for by the Government as only requiring £5,000 
“ for completion” has had, outside the official mind, no objec- 
tive existence ; aud that, ou nearing the Basses Rocks, the aerial 
fabric that rose nearly to completion under parliamentary votes 
resolves itself into a heap of stones and a flag-ataff. The Ceylon 
Lighthouse which the Commons were so near completing may 
for the presevt serve the purposes of tho ghostly crew of the 
Flying Dutchman, whose favourite cruizing ground is known to 
be in the neighbourhood of the Basses Rocks—nothing more. 
It is nevertheless difficult, after such heavy money votes, 
including actual payment to the fabulous builders for “the 
finishing job,” to realise the structure as that which is not. 
Notwithstanding nine years of presumed operations, Mr. 
MILNER GiBsoN could uot inform the House whether the 
engineer or the site wero at fault ; whilst Mr. Henzry’s recol- 
lections as to the action of the monsoon in preventing approach 
to the rocks or raising a heavy sea on the reefs, are entitled to 
little more weight in forming a judgment as to the practica- 
bility of the erection, than Mr. Gipson’s plea as to the disad- 
ventage which distance creates in securing the requisite 
engineering facilitics, We hold that suitable engineering 
science,. such as may be commanded any day in Lon- 
don, would secure, at au outlay of but half the sum already 
voted by Purliament, a substantial iron lighthouse ; and shall 
not fail to urge the appropriation next session. No nautical 
man will acquiesce in Mr. Minxer Ginsoy’s dicta that a light- 
ship will be almost equally valuable. It can neither afford the 
same strength of light nor the required elevation. We believe 
the Government itself has no doubts as to the practicability of 


the erection, but that, it is judged prudent to avert that 
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scrutiny which a further call for money might invite into past 
outlay—an outlay of which the truc history has yet to be 
written, Besides, when we can ercct a lighthouse on the 
Goodwin Sands, surely the Basses Rocks are not to remain the 
perpetual monument of the discomfiture of British engincer- 
ing and hydraulic science, 





THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 
No doubt but that the partics interested in the transfer of 
the Straits Settlements from the India to the Colonial Office 
are somewhit anxious to know if the statement we made some 
three months since, to the effect that the Pill would be intro- 
duced during the present session, is likely to be carried out. 
Our information at the present moment is to the effect that the 
Bill is alr2ady draughtcd, and will be introduced as soon as the 
War Office has determined the nature of the defeuces to be 
maintained, and the expense thereof. 











Continental Entellugence, 


HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Juxe 7. 

The Russian Jnvalide gives some interesting particulars of 
the Dunganes, whose insurrection against the Government of 
China, quite independently of that of the Taipings, excites 
such general attention. It appears that these insurgents are a 
Mohammedan race, called by the Chinese Ouigour, and dis- 
seminated at the present day throughout all the provinces of 
the Celestial Empire, but more especially in the North and 
West, Originally they dwelt in what is now called Tur- 
kestan, and as far back as the sixth century formed a powerful 
State known in the Chinese records of history under the name 
of Gaotchan, their chief city being Karaschar (the present Tur- 
kestan), At that remote period they were Bhuddists by re- 
ligion, but about the eighth century Islamism was by degrees 
introduced, and since became general, The dynasty of Tang, 
which came to the throne of China in the seventh century, en- 
tered ona vigorous war with the Ouigours during that and 
the succeeding century, to eusure the security of the Chinese 
capital, which at thattime was what is now called Si-ann, in the 
province of Chang-si, at no great distance from Ouigour terri- 
tory, and having subjugated them, annexed the whole of 
Eastern Turkestan to the Celestial Empire. 

But as the Ouigours nevertheless remained a powerful people, 
and were moreover constantly rebelling against their conquerors, 
the Emperors of tho dynasty of Tang resolved, about the end of 
the eighth and beginning of the ninth century, to remove a 
part of this unruly tribe to China Proper, and form colonies 
there, which was effected at two difivrent periods, mentioncd 
in the Chinese history, first with 800,000 families and subse- 
quently 200,000 more. At first they were located in the pro- 
vinces of Chang-si and Hang-sou, but by degrees they spread | 
over all the Northern parts of China as far as the Great Wall, | 
and thence westward, Living as the Ouigours did among the | 
Chinese, they forgot by degrcas their own tongue and adopted | 
in time the language, az well as the manners and customs of 
their conquerors, though as Mussulmans they continued to form | 
a distinct religious tribe and retained some of their original 
peculiarities, which have descended to the present generation, 
for very few of them drink wine or smoke opium or even to- 
bacco, 

The commune of Salar, in tie district of Hc-chow, in the pro- 
vines of Chang-si, being the seat of the spiritual head of the 
present Dungines, may be considered as the capital of this 
singular people, the more go as it was thence that the first 
impulse was given to the several insurrectionary movements 
and the rebellions that have more than once broken out in 
modern times among the Danganes under the present Mands- 
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churian dynasty, the latest of which occurred in 1862, 
at which period the rebellion; that broke out in 
Chanz-si, spread to the provinces of Mang-sou, Sischwang, 





acd Yung-nang to such an estent that the Chinese Government 
estimated the number of rebels to be more than a hundred 
thousand men under arms, Obliged to retire from the province 
of Hang-sou to that of Qurum-chee, which lics more to the 
west, they found the whole of the population disposed to join 
the insurrection, which tended to increase their forces very 
considerably ; for in the district of Kouldja alone there are 
sixty thousand Dungane faiilics, and in the whole province | 
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proportionably more ; besides which there is the significan 
fact that the major part of the Chinese local corps or militia 
(20,000 men), stationed at Ourum-chee, is composed of Dun- 
gaues, among whom are the commandant and several of the 
superior officers, 

It was under the command of these latter that, at the end 
of last year, the fresh insurrection broke out at Ourum-chee 
and the surrounding country against the Mandschurian au- 
thority, and having scized the city they set fire to it and gave 
it up to pillage, retreating subsequently to the citadel, which 
is strongly fortified, and still remains in their possession. As 
the centre of the commerce and industry of the Western parts 
of the Chinese Empire, Ourum-chee contains a vast popula- 
tion—estimated at two millions of souls—and had an immense 
stock of merchandise both of native and foreign produce and 
manufactures, According to the statements of officials and 
merchants of Tchougoutschak, the insurgents massacred no 
less than 150,000 inhabitants of all ages, and destroyed the 
valuable stores by setting fire to the warehouses. The com- 
munication with Kouldja and Tchougoutschak being intercepted 
by the insurgents, the Mandscharian authorities were unable 
to correspond with the Government, except by the circuitous 
route of Khobdo and Ouliasoutai. 

From Ourum-chee the insurgents advanced in two separate 
corps to the neighbourhood of Kouldja and towards Turkestan, 
The former was interrupted in its march at Kour-Kara-Oussa 
by the troops sent for that purpose from Kouldja, but the 
other corps reached Turkestan, where the inhabitants of 
Koutcha, also Mussulmans, raised the standard of revolt and 
joined their co-religionists. After taking possession of tho 
last-named city the insurgents went off in a westerly direction, 
and took up a position near the city of Aksou, a very im- 
portant place in a strategical point of view, because the great 
roads of Kouldja to the north, Hotan to the south, and Kash- 
gar and Yarkend to the west, all mect at this spot. The com- 
mandant of the city immediately sent off to meet the 
insurgents all the regular troops at his disposal, as well 
as the local militia; but they were beaten by the 
rebels, and obliged to retreat. ‘his was the situation of 
affairs at the close of last year. The principal chief 
of Turkestan, having reason to fear that the insurrection 
would spread to Kashgar and tho other western cities 
of the province, required assistance from the Governor of 
Kouldja, Inthe meantime the insurgents, having occupied the 
pass of Yan-shan-Koou, leading from the mountains of Aksou 
to Kouldja, no relief could be sent to him, and also because in- 
telligence arrived that, in the month of OctoLer the Dunganes 
of the province of Kouldja had also revolted and seized the 
cities to the east of Kouldja, and subsequently had taken pos- 
session of that provincial capital.

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CASE OF THE “ANN ADAMSON ® CHARTER. 
ADAMSON Y. DUNCAN AND ANOTHER. 

‘This was a special case. The action was brought for alleged breaches 
of a charter-party in not loading the plaintif's ship Ann Adamson with 
a full and complete homeward cargo, as required by the said charter- 
party, and also for a balance of freight claimed to be due under the 
Charter-party. On the 8th of May, 1803, the plaintiff, being the owner 
of the Ann Adamson, chartered her to the defendants for a voyage from 
London to Shanghai or Nagasaki, and back to London or Liverpool as 
ordered, By the charter-party it was stipulated that the freight should be

The vessel proceeded to Nagasaki, and, after unloading her outward cargo, 
received there from the defendants’ agents a homeward cargo of cotton 
and other lawful merchandise, but no tea or silk. For the purposes of the 
case it was assumed that the homeward cargo, so loaded, was a full and 
complete cargo for the vessel, and also that the capacity of the vessel for 
tea was equal to 769 tons of 50 cubic feet measurement each, and also that 
the above-mentioned homeward cargo was, in fact, less than 769 tons of 
50 cubic feet each, and was also less than 769 tons of 20 cwt. each. The 
plaintiff contended that, as a matter of law, upon the true construction of 
the charter, he was entitled to be paid for the “ round” the sum of £6. 10s, 
per ton upon the first number of 769 tons, which would have been the 
amount had the cargo of tea been loaded, ‘The defendants contended that 
the freight was payable upon the number of tons of cargo actually shipped, 
calculating according to the standard of 50 cubic feet measurement, equal 
to 20 ct., and that the amount of freight was not a fixed sum for the 
“round.” The question for the opinion of the Court was whether, as a 
matter of law, upon the true construction of the charter, the plaintiff was 
‘under the circumstances entitled to be paid freight upon 769 tons, at the 
rate of £6. 103. a ton. If the Court should be of opinion in the affirma- 
tive, there was to be judgment for the plaintiff for €701 ; if otherwise, for 
the defendant, The question turned mainly on the words “ in the same 

ion. 
Pri Lush, @.C. (with him Mr. Kemplay), argued for the plaintify 
and urged that the plain meaning of the charter was this, that as this was 
anew trade, in which the measurement was 50 ft. to the ton, whereas in 
other trades it was only 40 ft., the standard was taken to be tea and silk, 
because those commodities, from the square compact form and shape of 
their packages, were adapted to that messurement—packing, as they did, 
more closely than other commodities, so that a much larger quantity could 
be taken of tea and silk than of other goods. Hence, tea and silk were 
taken as the standard, and this was the key to the construction of the 
charter. Goods were divided into measurement end weight, that is, goods 
of which the tonnage was caleulated only by weight and thote by which 
it was calculated by measurement—that is, so many cubic feet to the tou. 
If goods were not to be calculated by measurement, they would be 
calculated merely by weight. If taken by measurement, of course it was 
very important how the measurement should be taken, In this case, the 
measurement adapted to tea and silk was adopted ; and if other goods 
were laden, which would take more room, they must pay more tonnage, 
In short, every kind of cargo was to pay freight at the rate of 50 cubic feet 
per ton; and that was what was meant by other goods paying “in the 
same proportion.” Any other construction made nothing of those words, 
m no real meaning. 

OF Bane ie MVilliams argued for the defendant. ‘The real question, 
he said, was whether the freiszht was to be fixed, or to vary with the cargo. 
It wis well known that shipowners often chartered their ships at a fixed 
fiek zht per ton for the carjtoes of whatever value, so that the freight would 
roduce very different amounts, according to the nature of the goods 
Eipped- But the truth was that it might be more advantageous to carry 
one kind of cargo for a lesser freight than another kind of goods at a 
larger rate of freight, Tea or silk, for instance, would make a far better 
cargo than rice or millet seed, straining the ship much less than other 

ods. Hence the shipowner was influenced not only by the mere rate 
Shrreight, but by the nature of the cargo as well, Thus, then, it was not 
to be taken for granted that the shipowner meaut to contract for a fixed 
rate of freight with a view to secure the same amount of freight. The 
standard was fixed with reference not merely to the rate of freight, but to 
the weight of the cargo, with reference to specific gravity. It was well 
eatablished that goods which went above 40 cubic feet to the ton were to 
be charged on the measurement, and if below, then at the ton weight. 
No doubt the shipowner was entitled to full freight, but the question was 
as to the meaning of the words “the same proportion.” It was perfectly 
well known that different kinds of goods earned different amounts of 
freight in proportion. No shipowner would expect the same amount for 
woo! as for tallow. The words “same proportion” meant that the rate 
should be £6. 10s. reduced to the standard of 50 cubic feet a ton. It 
trould starile mercantile men to be told that all goods were to pay the 
same freight, whether good for the ship or bad for the ship. Tea wasa 
light cargo, and considerably above the average to be allowed in measure- 
ment. In the Basic trade there were different scales of freight for 
different goods—tallow, hemp, &c. ‘This was not a case of that kind, but 
the same result was to be attained thus—that as the goods varied in 
specific gravity, the parties had agreed upon a standard of weight and 
measurement to be adopted, and to which the rate of freight was to be 
reduced—that is, a fixed rate of freight was to be adopted for different 
Kinds of cargo. If the cargo measured 5U cubic feet to the ton, it was to 
pay £6. 103.5 but if less, or if it measured 40 feet to the ton, then it was 
fo pay a proportionate rate of freight, which would be one-fitth more upon 
the measurement. This was the meaning of the words “ same propor- 
tion.” If, again, unpressed cotton were carried which would measure 
(say) 60 cubic feet to the ton, tht shipowner was to get £6. 10s. for 50 
cubic feet, or one-sixth more per ton, In fact, 50 cubic feet was substi- 
tuted for 40 as the turning-point between measurement and weight. This 
was the meaning of the words “in the same proportion.” Proportion 
here fixed the rate of freight to the weight and measurement, not that other 
goods were to pay at the same freight as tea, On goods lighter than tea— 
hat is, more than 50 cubic feet to the ton—the freight was to be paid at 




























the rate of 50 cubic feet to the ton, On goods heavier it was to be paid 
by the measurement of a ton for every 50 cubic feet. 

The Lord Chief Justice delivered judgment as follows:—Cenerally 
speaking, the ambiguous language of these mercantile documents make 
them so doubiful, that it perhaps would be better if they were referred to 
a mercantile tribunal, No doubt they are very intelligible to mercantile 
men, but to lhwyers they are full of ambiguities. Construing the docu- 
ment, however, as well as we can, according to the ordinary sense of the 
terms used, the meaning of this charter-party is tolerably clear. The 
stipulation as to freight is that for silk and tea—the species of eargo the 
parties contemplated. The rate was to be £6. 10s. per ton, not ascertained 
by weight, but by measurement. But, then, as the charterer would not 
be necessarily limited to tea and silk, it is stipulated that if other goods 
shall be loaded instead of tea or silk, the freight shall be paid in the 
same proportion as the other. One construction of these words is this 
that the measurement should be ascertained with reference to other goods, 
of the like species, und the weight in the same ratio as if dealing with 
tea; but that construction would lead to consequences so mon¢trous that 
it is impossible to sustain it. The only other construction is, that 
if, instead of loading a cargo of tea or silk, the charterer loads other goods, 
the shipowner shall stand in the same Position as if a full cargo of tea or 
silk were loaded, and that then any one competent to deal with the matter, 
and knowing the capacity of the ship, can ascertain what amount of tea 
or silk the ship can hold by measurement, and thus get at the number of 
tons, and so calculate the freight to be paid. ‘That is the only reasonable 
construction. The construction contended for by the defendant, the 
charterer, is that whereas the proportion (whatever may be the sense of 
the term) is to be the same between other goods and tea and silk—that is, 
that a certain proportion shall take place between the measurement and 
weight ~the actual weight is to be introduced, which would frustrate the 
whole object of the stipulation, and introduce quite a new element into 
the calculation. In my opinion the meaning is that the shipowner is to 
be in the same position as if there were a full cargo of tea or silk. What 
that would be is to be calculated, and the charterer is to pay at the same 
rate; and judgment, therefore, I think must be for the plaintiff.—The 
other learned judges concurred. 











COURT OF ADMIRALTY, 
THE AMERICAN WAR.—THE “ D. JEX.” 


This was originally an American vessel, and in consequence of the 
havoc by the Alabama, she was transferred, and had since sailed under 
the British flaz. The vessel had sailed to China and back, and the 
master brought an action to recover his wages, The defendants brought 
in a large claim for a former debt, and the plaintiff now sought to make 
his claim and to re-arrest the vessel for the amount due to him when he 
transferred the vessel from being an American to be a British ship. 

Mr. Vernon Lushington appeared for the plaintiff, and said the appli- 
cation was a very unusual one. ‘The vessel had been transferred owing 
to the losses sustained by North American vessels from the Alabama. 
The vessel had been transferred, but the money not paid, and under the 
191st section of the Merchant Shipping Act the present claim was made, 

His Lordship asked whether the transfer was a mere colour. 

Mr. Vernon Lushington said the money had nut been paid. 

Dr. Lushington: Then, a mere cover. 

Dr. Deane, Q.C., on the other side, contended that as the action was, 
in fact, against an American ship, it could not be granted, Tha vessel 
Was at Liverpool as a Lritish ship, and the claim was for the transfer of an 
American vessel. The vessel was registered not ata British port. The 
court had no jurisdiction in the matter. 

Mr. V. Lushington said his clieut was an American, and claimed for 
the sale made in 1861. He relied on the 191st section of the Act. 

His Lordship considered the question raised an important one, and re- 
served his judgment. 


























BENGAL SILK, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—It appears to me that the tendency of the Chinese and Japanese 
to limit supplies of silk for the express purpose of enhancing its price 
might be materially counteracted were European enterprise and capital 
applied to that extent which circumstances seem to warrant in the culture 
of the article in Bengal, Allowing for the deficiency of supply from the 
Far East, and the anticipated shortness of the European crop, it must yet 
be allowed that Bengal silk has reached an extreme price in view of the 
drawbacks of its being so lowered in quality as to be the least desirable, 
and the difficulty of obtaining anything like a satisfactory valuation in the 
European market, many skeins being faced with good silk, whilst the in 
terior is filled up with coarse and inferior thread. More European capital, 
with its appropriate organisation, invested ia the business, together with 
European supervision, would soon produce, Tam satisfied, a marked 
change in the quality and reputation of Bengal silk. Where s 
systematic manipulation has to be combined with production, and, indeed, 
wherever firm and umemiting superintendence is required, the Hin- 
dustanees are generally found wanting, and the steadier action of the 
European mind required, The West Indies and tropical America, more 
particularly Guatemala, were enabled from this one cause to snatch away 
the indigo trade of India after it had been esiablished a hundred years 5 
aud again, from the introduction of European agency, India recovered it. 
I know no enterprise more promising than the culture of siik in Bengal, 
and trust, should this publication be published, it may serve to draw 
attention to the subject. Numerous new companies have been brought 
out in London for industrial purposes in India, but none for the cultivation 
of Bengal silk. It is capable of demonstration that such a company, re~ 
spectably formed, and with anything like judicious management, would 
secure, in the present state of the silk trade, most satisfactory profits— 
profits, of course, proportioned to the scale on which the enterprise was

GROWTH OF SILK IN IRELAND. 
(To the Editor‘of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—When so much attention is being given to revive the staple in- 
dustries of Ireland, I would venture to suggest the application of capital 
and skill to another production —that of silk. Iam not the first to moot 
this idea, ‘Though now lost sight of, it bas been advocated at various 
times by parties well acquainted with the conditions of successful silk 
culture; among others by Mr. Martin in his work on China. The 
prospective scarcity of silk, or at least the certainty that the supply will 
Por come up tothe requirements of manufacturers, constitutes a powerful 
reason for attention to a culture which, under proper management, could 
not fail to ensure satisfactory returns. ‘Myrtle trees, the most indis- 
pensable requirement to success, flourish in the sister-isle ; and healthy 
feed may be obtained from Algeria, respecting which the Mitidja of 
Blidah remarks, somewhat extravagantly 1 ‘allow, that ‘a single grain 
eke falled to produce a silk-worm.”

Visit to the Wahabee 


of the present 
Tington-house, 
first paper wason a “ 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Lewis Pelly, Her Majesty’s political Resident at 
Bushire, Persian Gulf. The author was led to undertake this remark- 
able journey to the chief seat of the jealous and bigoted Wahabee Maho- 
voniens from baving read in the publithed proceedings of the Royal 
Geographical Society that the situation of these interior cities had never 
been fized by direct observation. Ho was desirous at the same time of 
a personal interview with the Amir, on matters connected with public 
auty, He started, therefore, with two officers belonging to his establish- 
fnewt, Dr. Colvill and Lieutenant Dawes, on the 18th of February in the 
present year. The party did not attempt to conceal their lity, 
Hthough they found it prudent to throw the abbah and chiffeeah of the 
country over their own clothing, and thus avoid needless intrusion and 
collision. ‘They travelled on camels, starting each morning a little before 
daybres nd continuing the march until sunset. Colonel Pelly had the 
honour of three interviews with the Wahabee ruler, who is both the spiritual 
and temporal bead of the ‘Wahabee territories, and is absolute throughout 
hiedomioions. A second paper wes “ On the Korea,” by Captain Allen 
Young. This was a description ‘of the almost unknown peninsular of 
Eastern Asia, lying between Northern China and Japan, giving an 
account of ite interior as derived from Chinese and Japanese writers, and 
a suromary of the various futile attempts made by the commanders of 
Europenn expeditions to gain an entrance into the land for the purpose of 
investigation. Korea lies under the temperate latitudes of 33 deg. to 43 
deg., is thickly peopled with an industrious and civilised race, abounds in 
agricultural and mineral products, and with manufactures which promise 
all the requirements of lucrative exchange, and yet the country is so 
completely lost to the ‘outer world that no foreign ship ever enters its 
ports, nor is any European voyager allowed to remain on its shores. The 
Country forms the eastern shore of the Yellow Sea, the great highway to 
the rich treaty ports of Northern China, yet its western coast, masked by 
fnnumerable-and mostly inhabited islands, dangerous to navigation, has 
never yet been surveyed, and laid down on our charts, The history of 
the Korea is diversified by various attempts of the Chinese to encroach on 
the Northern Provinces. and particularly by two invasions of the Japanese 
in the léth century. ‘The latter still hold one port, Fouchan, opposite 
Tsu-Sima, the most westerly island of Japan, as a trading and 
military station, ‘The author of the paper concluded by stating that his 
object in bringing forward the eubject of the Korea, was to aitract the at~ 
tection of all who take an interest in geographical discovery and the pro- 
gress of our commercial intercourse with the East to this fine new field 
for enterprise—a country producing silk, cotton, hemp, rice, wheat, to- 
bacco, gold, silver, copper, coal; furs, and manufactures similar to those 
of China and Japan, The question arises, how can we visit a country or 
fnitiate political and commercial relations with a people whose Govern 
ment is 40 opposed to any connexion with the foreigner? |The Korean 
Sovercign is practically independent and despotic, and a direct embassy 
to his Court would effect more than any other course we might pursue. 
The French would have carried out this end in 1848, bad it not heen for 
the loss of their ships on the coast, and they will probably renew the 
attempt. The Russians are already working down the eastern coast. 
‘ho changod state of affairs in China and Japan now justifies the attempt 
to open negotiations with the Korean Government, and it is to be hoped 
that our Government may be induced to take steps towards giving us this 
new ficld for scientific exploration and commercial enterprise.®

‘The Bank of England has again reduced its rato of dis- 
count from 3} to 3 per cent. Everything is flat, and the 
special suspicion attaching to the East India and China trade 
has not yet abated. 

‘According to a report issued by the Customs, the quantity 
of tea entered for home consumption was, in 1860, equal to 
76,859,428 Ibs., the duty collected at 1s. 5d. being equal to 
£5,444,157 in 1861 ; 77,949,465 Ibs,, £5,521,322, in 1862; 
78,817,059 Ibs., £5,582,792, in 1863, at 1s. 5d. and 1a. ; 
85,206,776 Ibs., £4,652,822; and in 1864, 88,637,099 Ibs, 
£4,431,867. 

‘At the half-yearly meeting of the British India Steam Com- 
pany the usual dividend was announced, notwithstanding the 
losses incurred by the cyclone at Calcutta. The company’s 
lines are in good working order, and it is contemplated to place 
another steamer on the Singapore line. 

John James Lowndes, Esq, one of the directors, has been 
appointed to succeed H. D. Cartwright, Esq., as chairman of 
the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the East. 

‘The Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China 
hag declared a dividend of 8} per cent. for the half-year ending 
let July next. 

‘The shares of many’ of the Indian banks are recovering 
from the depreciation which occurred in their value the last 
few weeks. 

‘The claim of Messra, William Pustau and Co., amounting 
to about £11,000, on what has been technically named the 
“Canton claims,” has at length been allowed by the British 
Government. Mr. Parsons, solicitor, late of Hong Kong, has 
conducted the matter. 

‘At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Dirom, Davidson, 
and Co., who suspended at Liverpool, in the East India trade, 
with uncovered liabilities to the amount of £140,000, a com- 
position of 10s. in the pound was accepted. 

‘A general court of proprietors of the East India Company 
was held at the offices, No. 3, Lothbury, on the 14th inst., 
Colonel Sykes, M.P., in the chair. The minutes of the former 
court having been read, 

‘The Chairman read the notice that the dividend on East In: Stock 
payable on the 6th July next, under section 2nd, Srd and 4th William LV. 
PeB5, will be ready for delivery atthe Bank of England on that day. 

‘The Secretary read a detailed account exhibiting the state of the East 
India Company on the Ist June, 1865, which showed an aggregate total

‘The members of the bye-laws committee were severally re-elected. 

Mr. Beddome drew attention to a petition from the Company, which had 
been presented to the House of Commons some twelve months since, on 
the subject of the claims of the officers of the Company's navy. It was a 
case in which an Act of Parliament had been violated. " The claims of the 
Officers of the uavy were utterly ignored, and in the debate in the House 
of Commons it was considered by Captain Jervis that the petition applied 
only to the army. Now, in the army the injury done to the officers was 
of comparative extent, but to the navy it was annihilation of officers who 
had been appointed, between the ages of 20 and 40 especially.

The gallant officer advanced many cases of hardship which had 
come under bis own cognisance, 

‘Mr. Jones suggested that the company should interfere by petition to 
protect the rights of the naval officers. 

‘Afier some further conversation the matter was dropped, and the 
meating separated with a vote of thanks to the chairman, proposed by Mr. 

jones.
